GOV. FISHBACK’S MESSAGE TO THE 
STATE LEGISLATURE. |

A Startling Condition of Affairs Unoov- 
ered by Recent Investigations—WMis- 
appropriation of Funds at the Insane 
Asylum—A Combine in Ohlo—Sena- 
torial Contests. 


LitTLe Rocx, Ark.. Feb. 17.—The two 
hofises of the General Assembly met in joint 
session this afternoon at 2 o’vlock to receive 
a special message from Gov. Fishback con - 
cerning the management of the various 
charitable institutions. Hesays the task of 
investigating the management of these in- 
stitutions seems to be of such large propor- 
tions as to forbid hurry, while developments, 
so far as gone, are such as to insist upon the 
revision of their conduct since their estab- 
lishment. The Governor declares that inves- 
tigation of the Deaf Mute Asylum shows that 
avery large share of the funds appropri- 
ated for the benefit of the asylum 
has baen going tothe credit, not of charity, 
but of extravagant luxury of others than the 
objects of charity. 

‘*While large sums, I may say extravagant 
sums’’ says the Governor, ‘‘of money have 
been loosely paid out for provisions and 
Gelicacies of the table, for entertainments 
and for ornamentation and comfort of that 
part of the employes, all that part distinct- 
ively set apart for the pupils has been pain- 
fully wanting in the commonest comforts. A 
member of the board tells me that he dropped 
in one evening while the pupils were at sup- 
per and there was no other food upon 
the table but bread and butter. In the base- 
ment there is one tin basin for the use of the 
boys and one for the girls, and only two bath 
tubs for 130 pupils. The present superinten- 
dent admits that three or four girls would be 
compelled tobathe in the same tub and the 
same water in order to get through in time. 
Investigation ofthe Insane Asylum shows a 
shortage of $9,636, and that 8. H. Buchanan 
began six or seven years since a 
systematic plan of embezzling from the 
charity funds entrusted to his care, but 
the most disagreeable feature of the affair is 
the fact that the board failed to take a bond, 
as required by law, from him during his last 
term, and that It was during his last term 
that he embezzied upwards of $6,000, for 
which the State has absolutely no security.’’ 
The Governor desires the Legislature to 
ascertain if the amountof his latter shortage 
cannot be recovered from the Board of 
Trustees, who are composed of the wealthy 
citizens of Little Rock, and through whose 
negligence Treasurer Buchanan was per 
mitted to handle the institution’s funds 
without giving bond. The Governor also 
calls attention to the irregularities in the 
Blind Asylum, and urges a speedy investiga- 
tion of its affairs. 


SCANDAL IN OHIO. 

CoLuMBus, O., Feb. 17.—InkKlings of a 
scandal in the Legislature came to the public 
ear yesterday. An evening paper, without 
giving any names, says that a combination 
of twenty members of the Senate has been 
formed to defeat corporation measures when 
those interested do not promptly see“ the 
combine. 

The combination is said to have had its 
origin in Cincinnati and some Cincinnati 
members are said to be in it. Special bills 
by the score have been before 
the Legislature at this session to 
authorize the buliding of roads in Hamilton 
County, which are really the extension of 
streets beyond the city limits. These are im- 
proved very elaborately at the expense of the 
abutting property owners and the measures 
are generally pushed by real estate schemers. 
Real estate owners claim they have been as- 
sessed enormous sums to secure the passage 
of certain measures and defeat of others and 
some of them want to know how It is used.

SENATOR M’DONALD’S WILL 


Ths Instrument Off: rad by His Wifs for 
Frobats Is Invalid. 


NOBLESVILLE, Ind., Feb. 17.—This morning 
the jury in the celebrated will contest of the 
late United States Senator Joseph E. McDon- 
ald returned a verdict declaring the docu- 
mentinvalid. The case opened in the No- 
blesville court on the 23d of last month. It 
was brought by Malcomb McDonald, the only 
surviving son of the deceased Senator, to set 


aside the will on the ground that the 
document is Aa forgery, and does 
not dispose of the property in accord- 
ance with the expressed desire of the 
deceased before his death. 

The widow, who is the defendant in the 
sult, was the third wife of the Senator, and 
the will filed by her lawyer for probate as the 
genuine lasttestament of her husband be- 
queathed substantially all his property, 
amounting to something over $100,000, to her 
unconditionally. 

The chief witness in behalf of the plaintiff 
was John M. Butler, the law partner of Sen- 
ator McDonald, who testified that a short 
time prior to the death of the Senator the 
latter read to him the will he had drawn dis- 
posing of his property. The document now 
in — was not the one McDonald had read 
to him. 

The theory of the plaintiff is that the genu- 
ine will had been abstracted from the safe in 
McDonald’s office, anda skillful forgery exe- 
cuted, changing the provisions of the paper 
by placing all the property in the hands of 
the widow, 

Mrs. McDonald had the title to the property 
in Washington valued at $14,000; the Pennsy!- 
vania street property in Indianapolis, value 
$32,500; the Meridian street residence prop- 
erty, Indianapolis, value $20,000; personal 
and other property to the value of $5,000. The 
property in controversy was the Washington 
street property in Indianapolis, valued at 
$45,000.

Maj. Carl Brandt’s Peculiar Bequest 
to His Wife, 


THOUGH SEPARATED FROM HER HE 
NEVER CEASED TO LOVE. 


The Organ Removei by a Belleville Sur- 
gecn and Will Be Sent to Germany—

Maj. Carl Brandt, an old German news- 
paper man who died Tuesday and was buried 
yesterday, left a will in which Was made a 
most singular bequest.

Brandt married while a 
young man, and his wife is stil living in 
Germany. For some reason his married life 
was unhappy, and he came to 
America, leaving his wife in,the old 
country.

declared that as his heart was still hers, she 
should have it after his death. So he made 
provision tn his will forthe delivery of his 
heart to a Cincinnati friend, who in turn was 
directed to place it in the hands of his 
wife. The Cineinnattf man, te whom this 
duty was delegated, upon hearing of the 
death of Maj. Brandt, immediately tele- 
graphed to the lecal undertakers, Gundlach, 
Gauch & Muren, to have the heart removed 
from the body and forwarded to him. A 
draft for $25 followed the telegram, the 
amount being forthe purpose of paying the 
fee of the physician who performed the op- 
eration. Dr. C. H. Starkel removed the 
heart and received the check for $25 
in payment for his services. The 
heart is now in process of preservation, and 
when this is finished it will be forwarded to 
Maj. Brandt’s Cincinnati friend, who will see 
that it reaches Mrs. Brandt.

ered with rank and decaying vegetables. The 
owners’ reservation of much vacant ground 
enables them to easily muster a majority of 
property owners in a demand for street im- 
provements, whether the man who has 
spent his 1 12 not only inthe purchase 
price of the site but in building the house, by 
which he stirred the arteries of trade and 
exchange in its most advantageous 
form, likes it or not and re- 

rdless of his ability to meet the enormous 

creased expense thereby entailed. As a 
rule these speculators are capitalists who, 
having money to advance, are pate! anxious 
to secure every improvement possible in the 
locality of their vacant holdings. They lose 
nothing in such operations. They make no 
sacrifice nor do they add any wealth to the 
community. They are absorbers of wealth 
by the fact of their ownership of the grouna, 
for which all home builders must first pay 
before the blood in the body politic is set to 
pulsing through the arteries of com- 

. Expenses 
provements are a to 
ground with an interest 
the home-seeker must settle the bill. 
whatof him whois the home-seeker? It is 
contended thatthe improvements of streets 
increase the value of abutting property. 
Granted. The man of moderate means as a 
rule builds a home that costs more than the 
ground, no matter how modest and unpre- 
tentious it may be. This fact precludes the 
immediate adoption of a speculative feature 
even if he was so minded. He cannot 
clothe and feed himself and 
babies on the increase of land values, 
and yet it is contemplated to add to the 
already existing burden of small propertr- 
owners to the maximum extent. here are 
0 thousands—in this same 
plight. 

There is another phase of the subject not 
yet touched upon. It costs just as much to 
improve a street in the subhrbs or poorer 

uarters of the city as it does in 
the wealthy districts, and under the 
system now in vogue, the man of 
moderate means must pay as much for street 
construction as he of the millions. Is this 
just? Street improvements on Oak Hill 
would, perhaps, increase the $15-a-foot 
ground to possibly $18 or $20, while the $100 to 
$200-a-foot dirt in the West End would ad- 
vance proportionately. Besides the im- 
provement of streets in any quarter of the 
city not only affectsthe value of adjacent 
property, but spreads itself throughout the 
community in a ratio commensurate 
with the site value of land within 
its boundartes, therefore, it seems to me 
as though justice would demand that all 
property owners should pay their fair pro- 
gene | of street improvement expense. To 

just the Legislature ought to empower 
the city to levy an assessment on all land in 
its borders according to its site value and 
authorize the application of the fund thus 
raised to the exclusive use of street con- 
struction and repair. The assessment should 
be on land only, according to value, because 
if it applled on improvements as well, the 
encouragement to hold ground vacant until 
improvements are made isever present and 
profound.

THE TROUBLE OF NAMES. 


Atatime when pretty much everything 
is being improved, why should not there 
be the beginning of an improvement in 
names? 

Why should any man or woman keepa 
name that is in any way inconvenient? 
There are letters enough in the alphabet to 
form an indefinite number ot good names. 
A name should not be too long, and it 
should be easy of pronunciation. It 
should not be one that 10,000 different per- 
sons have. 

When Mr. Smith, in announcing him- 
self, said My name is neither Smythe nor 
Smithee, but plain Smith,’’ he did not 
mean to reflect on the good taste of Mr. 
Smythe or Mr. Smithee. He only desired 
to make his own identity plain. There is 
no better name than Smith, and no better 
people than the Smiths, yet to avoid con- 
fusion they are driven to such alterations, 
While they are altering the name, why 
should they not change it altogether and 
create one that is not to be found in the 
directory? 

Mr. Brown, as well as Mr. Smith, has to 
alter or add to his name, or give himself 
an unusual initial, if he does not wish te 
have his letters or his groceries mixed 
with other people’s. Why should not Mr. 
Brown and Mr. Smith both become 
pioneers in the reformation of names? 

Some foreigners give evidence of their 
good sense in Americanizing their names. 
A name that. will fill a newspaper line 
ought to be changed to one that busy peo- 
ple as well as men of leisure can pro- 
nounce. No inconvenient name, whether 
American or foreign, ought to be permit- 
ted to live and vex its owner and his fellow- 
men. Shakspeare, dissatisfied with his 
name, wrote it in different ways. 

Of course, every man feels a certain 
pride in his name, even when it isa 
clumsy oné, or one that many other peo- 
ple have. Still, if he is a good man he can 
make any name good, and his children 
will be proud to wear it and will thank 
him for saving them a great deal of 
trouble. |

The letter from Archbishop P. J. Ryan of 
Philadelphia, published in last evening’s 
Post; DIsPaTCH, in Which he explained his 
attitude in regard to Vicar-General Brady 
and the coadjutorship, fell as a bomb among 
the local clergy, who at once evinced a de- 
sire to disown the responsibility for the criti- 


_# cisms aimed at the Archbishop of Pniladel- 


phia, Archbishop Ryan said frankly that he 
was in favor of Fr. Brady’s appointment as 
Coadjutor, because Archbishop Kenrick, 
who had had every opportunity of knowing 
him well had repeatedly urged his nom- 
ination and also because he himself 
(ArchbDishop Ryan) had always believed and 
still believes Fr. Brady to be a most worthy 
ecclesiastic. But the Archbishop takes care 
to say that when the English and German 
Speaking priests metand agreed upon three 
names to be presented tothe Bishop of the 
Provinee, he determined to confine himself 
as one of the Archbishops of the country, to 
the recommendation of one of the candl- 
gates, Which“ he says, I have done. In 
other words he set aside his personal prefer- 
ence for Fr. Bradyand accepted the action 
of the priests. 

Rev. Eugene Coyle, rector of the Cathedral 
Ohurch, Third and Walnut streets, ex- 
pressed himself thus to-day: ‘‘The criticisms 
cast at Archbishop Ryan on account of his 


- letterto Fr. Tobyn, in which he admitted 


that he was in favor of Fr. Brady’s appoint- 
ment to the coadjutorship were uncalled 
for and unjust, because the explana- 
ation made by the Archbishop in his 
letter published last evening shows that he 
had a right to favor whomsoever he pleased, 
as long as the priests did not take action. 
The clergy of St. Louis disown all res ponsi- 
bility forthe abuse heaped on Archbishop 
Ryan and Fr. Brady, and with per- 
haps one exception they deplore 
the resurrection of the original trouble 
at this late day. The Archbishop 
likes to feel that he is at home when he comes 
to St. Louts, and he dislikes to curtail his 
visits to this city, but he is very sensitive of 
criticisms which emanate from this city.’’

BONDS FOR GOLD. 


Foster Authorized to Issue Whenever He 
Thinks Best. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 17.—It has been 
learned on high authority that President 
Harrison has reconsidered his determination 
not to allow the sale of donds to make good 
the old deficiency. Before leaving the city 
Wednesday the President authorized Secre- 
tary Foster to offer bonds for sale whenever 
inhis judgment such action is absolutely 


necessary to sustain the Government’s gold 
reserve. 

Another dispatch on the same subject says: 
This sudden change of mind onthe partof 
the President was wholly unexpected and is 
not to be attributed toany outside influence 
brought to bear upon him. On the contrary, 
such men as J. Pierpont Morgan, who came 
to Washington Wednesday to talk over the 
situation with the authorities, left Secretary 
Foster decidedly disappointed. They re- 
ceived no encouragement whatever. They 
left Washington as they had come uncertain 
asto the attitude of the Government with 
regard tothis important question. Thechange 
of front determined upon by the rresident 
leaves Secretary Foster free to act as he sees 
fitshould an emergency arise in the Presi- 
dent’s absence. That such an emergency. has 
yetarisen he does not Delieve. The Treas- 
ury yesterday had still on hand about $8,000, - 
000. Next Saturday’s shipments of gold to 
Europe will probably not be so large as it was 
feared they would be. If, as it now seems 
likely, instead of being $6,000,000 they are only 
about one-third that sum, at the end ofthe 
week the Treasury will still have in its vaults 
alittle over $6,000,000. One thing Secretary 
Foster is fully determined upon—he will not 
permit the $100,000,000 reserve to be attacked. 
On this point he is of the same opinion which 
he expressed at the annual dinner of the 
Chamber of Commerce at New Yorkin No- 
vember last. 


SIERRA FOREST RESERVE. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 17.—Upon the 
recommendation of Secretary Noble, Pres!- 
dent Harrison has issued a prociamation 
creating the Sierra Forest Reserve“ in the 


State of California. The reservation com- 
prises approximately 6,000 square miles in 
the counties of Mercer, Fresno, Tulare and 
Kern and embraces the watersheds of eight 
rivers and all the tributaries. 


THE PRESIDENT’S DUCKING. 
BALTIMORE, Md., Feb. 17.—President Harri- 
son is enjoying a quiet rest at the Bengies 
ducking shore near Baltimore. He received 
no mail yesterday and only one telegram, 


which did not require an answer. Not a duck 
approached the blind in which he and Gen. 
Sewell spent most ofthe day. The President 
will remain at the shore until Saturday aft - 
ernoon.

Ican- 
not explain this phenomena, but look upon 
itasno more wonderful than the great ef- 
fects produced by the fuse of electricity. Sei- 
entific men are seeking to explain this phe- 
nomena, but the ignorantcry humbug. Dur- 
ing my recent tour of Europe I was consulted 
by some of the most scientific men in Paris, 
Berlin, St. Petersburg and Vienna, and they 
sought in vain to explain the revelation. Of 
my test given beforethe most learned gen- 
tlemen of the time in Engiand several years 
ago, and the perplexity and wonder that re- 
sulted from their investigation, the world 
Knows. 

oe one of the most distingulshed wit- 
nesses entertained during my kuropean 
tour was the Ozar of Russia. a handsome, 
courtly man, and not at all the despot that 
the Americans are led to believe. Before en- 
tering Russia I felt rather ominous as to the 
character of my reception, having been toid 
that Americans, especially those of promi 
nence, are regarded with the eye of suspicion 
by tha Russian Government. Imagine my 
surprise when, onthe first day of my visit, 1 
received an invitation to appear before the 
Czar in his theater at the royal pal- 
ace. His royal highness took great de- 
light In entering the cabinet blindfoided, and 
placing his hands on some sheets of paper 
that rested in my lap. gave a start when the 
bells, tambourines and other musical instru- 
ments. When the curtain was drawn aside 
and I was discovered bound hand and foot, 
his highness, through the interpreter, said 
that my hand had touched his, but the paper 
was not removed. 

I spent twenty weeks in Russia visiting 
Moscow, Warsaw and the other large cities 
and traversing many thousand miles of 
country. Poverty isto De noted on all sides 
among the farmers, but I met witi poverty, 
and in proportiosally large quantities, in 
France, Spain, Portugal, Austria and in 
Ireland. 

In my opinion ‘Russia is not the great 
palladium 6f despotism itis pictured. The 
ruin that was wrought by the ambition, 
licentiousness and fearful extravagance left 
a mark on the age that has not yet been de- 
faced. Like the South in this country Rus- 
sia is struggling to overcome the ravages of 
the past. The poverty of Russia seems great 
and awful to us asd the reason for it is ob- 
vious. The populstiſon is enormous and the 
number of mendicants is in proportion. 
The Russians, while not unfriendly toward 
the Ehgiish and Americans, are very sensi- 
tive about thelr condition, and as many 
writers from this country have taken oc- 
casion to paint their visits to Russia in the 
biackest of black colors, the Czar and his in- 
habitants feel that they have been insulted. 

Any American writer can travel unmolested 
through Kussia ifhe refrains from criticising 
severely and sepsationally the institutions 
and the people, Under the patronage of 
Clara Barton of the Red Cross Society I gave 
an exhibition in Washington forthe benefit 
of the Russian sufferers and received a letter 
of thanks from th) Russian Minister.“

DEFRAUDED IMMIGRANTS. 


A Dutch f&chems to Rob ths Ignorant 
Under Investigation. 


DENVER, Colo., Feb. 17.—By request of the 
Minister of the Netherlands, Secretary Fos- 
ter requested Gov. Waite to investigate the 
conditions under which the Dutch colonists 
at Alamosa were inducedto come to this 
country by the Holland-American Emigra- 
tion Co., the report being that the 
colonists had been deceived and defrauded. 


Gov. Waite referred the matter to Charles A. 
Merriman, District Attorney forthe Twelfth 
Judicial District, and that official has madea 
report in which he severely 
criticises Holland company. 

He finds the company was 
not properly incorporated to do business in 
Colorado; that the lands described inthe 
articles of incorporation do not belong to the 
company ; that the company only held an op- 

tion, which expired without being taken up; 
that the company induced the colonists to 
come here by false reports and representa- 
tions; that the emigrants were poorly pro 

vided for by the company and in almost every 
instance were deceived and compelled to 
bring sult for the money they placed with 
the company for safe-keeping. What action 
the Holland Government will tate remains 
to be seen, but it is intimated tnat the parties 
responsible for the fraud will be punished.
